Attorney-General Will Collect Shortages 
From Township Trustees. 


H as Been 
Done to Fruit 


W eather. 


By Cold 


According to the latest reports the 
fruit is not yet injured by the cold 
weather, although there is still much 
danger, especially if the weather should 
turn cold after the snow and rain. 
The 
fruit men have taken every precaution 
to protect the trees and if possible 
save the big crop of fruit. 
Some of the 
apple trees are now in full bloom and 
would be easily damaged by a heavy 
frost or eontinued cold weather. 
In a 
number of the orchards in the country, 
fires were kept all night for the protec­ 
tion of the fruit. 
J. M. Masters, who lives on the J. T. 
Stanfield farm east of the city, and who 
is caring for an orchard of forty acres, 
one of the largest in Jackson county, 
said this morning th at tin* fruit was yet 
uninjured by the cob! weather. 
He 
stated, howver, that the greatest dan­ 
ger would be after the snow and cold 
rain quit falling when the temperature 
would probably be much lower. 
Tin 
orchard on the farm is under the control 
of the experimental station of Purdue 
University, and the fruit is being pro­ 
tected under their direction. 
Several 
men were employed during the night 
building fires nuder the trees to prevent 
damage from probable frost. 
Mr. Masters said this morning that 
there was no frost Monday night, and 
that an examination of the apple trees 
showed that they were not 
injured. 
The Roman Beauty and several other 
varieties are in full bloom and as they 
are most liable to damage, especial a t ­ 
tention was given to them. 
The fruit 
on the Grimes Golden, Ben Davis, and 
a few other kinds has been formed ami 
it is believed that these could stand a 
heavy frost. 
Other orchard men 
in the country 
protected 
their 
trees 
Monday 
night 
with fires and all report that no damage 
has yet been done. 
Gardeners near the city were also 
careful to protect growing vegetables. 
It is said that in some places the toma­ 
toes have been killed, although, it is 
believed, the damage is not general. 
Vegetables such as corn, beans and peas 
have not been hurt by the snow. 
Es­ 
pecial care was taken to protect straw ­ 
berry plants from the frost and no dam­ 
age to those have been reported. 
Au unusual interest is taken in the 
fruit this year, fifes the report indicates 
that there will be art abundance of all 
kinds. 
The unfavorable weather carne 
at a critical time, as some of tlit* trees 
are in full bloom, when the most ser­ 
ious damage would be done. 
The fruit 
men, however, are taking extraordinary 
precautions to protect the trees, aud it 
is generally believed that no serious 
damage will result, unless there is a de- 
eided drop in the temperature. 


\V. A. Dehoritty, chief of the state 
board of a c c o u n t s expects to file with 
Governor Marshall this week copies of 
various reports turned in by field ex­ 
aminers from townships where present 
and former trustees have been found 
chargeable with moneys held to be due 
the township.

age at once. 
In other instances, the 
time which has elapsed since the officials 
went out of office is believed to prevent 
collection in the courts, 
In some in­ 
stances the township books were found 
in such a muddle that it will be up to 
the state to bring suit for the amounts 
charged, with the burden of proof of 
credits on the offic ial held to be short. 
In one case, that of former Trustee D. 
E. Hill, of Flatroek township, Bartholo­ 
mew county, th<> examiners charged the 
official with the full amount received bv 
him from all sources during his term, 
except the sum turned over by him to 
his successor. 
The largest sum yet paid back was by 
former 
Treasurer 
Motsenbaeker, 
of 
Muncie, who was charged with $ 10,000 
and inetrest, amounting approximately 
to #11,000.

Krupp died about eight 
o ’clock this morning. 
The wounds re­ 
ceived by Graves are not serious and 
he will recover. 
The patrolmen were following orders 
to examine all suspicious appearing per­ 
sons. 
They saw the two men standing 
on the railroad 
and 
accosted 
them. 
Groves searched Douglass and Krupp 
took VV kite lock. According to the state­ 
ment by Groves, the man being searched 
by Krupp pulled a gun from his pocket 
and fired two shots at Krupp. 
Douglass 
jerked away from Groves at the sound of 
the pistol shot. 
Groves 
pulled 
his 
weapon from his pocket and started a f ­ 
ter Douglass 
He received the bullet 
from the gun of Wheelock and at Die 
same instant turned to see Krupp lying 
on the ground. 
He hail gone only a 
short distance and returned to be told 
by Krupp that he was shot. 
He assisted 
Krupp to his feet and they started 
toward th** nearest house, which was 
that of Henry 
laylor,

street. 
The police and detectives were im­ 
mediately put on the case.

clews were followed before the right 
parties were taken. 
The criminals were

the quart under the Beardsley act of 
1907 has been put tip to the attorney- 
general, who has repled, in an unofficial 
opinion, that any proprietor who a t ­ 
tempts such a thing will be conducting 
a “ blind tiger,” contrary to law. 
The attention of the attorney-general 
was called to the matter by members of 
the state board of pharmacy, who have 
decided to do their part in preventing il­ 
legal sales of liquor in drug stores. 
According to a report from Theodore 
E. Otto, of Columbus, retiring secretary 
of tin1 board, the members have been 
told that the owner of liquors sought to 
be sold under the Beardsley act must 
have a pharmacist’* license, otherwise 
the sail1 of such liquors would be unlaw­ 
ful, since the owner, being the principal, 
would be responsible for any salt's made 
by an agent, although the agent were a 
registered pharmacist. 
At the office 
of flit' attorney-general today it was 
said that the question had not come up 
in a form to require a formal opinion. 
However, it was said that any attempt 
on the part of a soft drink dealer “ to 
put one o v e r” by means of employing 
registered 
pharmacist, 
unless 
the 
dealer himself is engaged in a bona fide 
drug 
business, 
would 
probably 
be 
fraught with results disastrous to the 
dealer.

ten years the to tal number o f farms 
has increased 18 per cent. 
In the 
o lder States fro m Ohio eastward there 
has been go ing o n fo r mo re than twen­ 
ty years a tendency to ward the amal­ 
gamatio n o f farms distant fro m mar­ 
ket into larger ho ldings. 
On the o ther 
hand, this sectio n has witnessed the 
tu tting up into smaller sizes o f many 
farms nearer to market. 
There are 
no w almo st three times as many farms 
as in 1870, says the American Agri­ 
culturist, and an unprecedented in­ 
crease in the value o f farm lands and 
live sto ck is the mo re mo mento us fact 
revealed by this inquiry. The land in 
farms, with their buildings, impro ve­ 
ments and live sto ck, is to -day almo st 
$30,000,000,000, a gain o f 44 per cent 
in ten years. 
Present values are two 
and o ne-half times the farm values o f 
twenty years ago . 
In the No rth Cen­ 
tral States the increase In the value 
o f farms is 43 per cent, in the So uth 
Central 
States 
58 per cent, in the 
No rth Atlantic 13 per cent and in the 
So uth Atlantic 34 per cent. 
The value o f farm 
pro ductio n 
in 
1909, acco rding to this exhibit, sho ws 
an increase o ver ten years earlier o f 
just abo ut 100 per cent fo r the United 
States. 
The increase in ten years fo r 
No rth Atlantic States is 71 per cent, 
So uth Atlantic States 57 
per 
cent, 
No rth Central 96 per cent. 
This rep­ 
resents the fair wo rth o f all cro ps and 
the o ther retu rns fro m the so il, in­ 
cluding live sto ck pro duce and the in­ 
crease o f live sto ck bo rn du ring the 
year. 
The farm pro ducts o f the year 
just clo sed were wo rth almo st fo ur 
times as much as the pro duct o f 1889. 
Summarizing the results, co nditio ns 
have changed. 
American agricu ltu re 
must change with these 
co nditio ns. 
Po pulatio n is o vertaking co nsumptio n. 
Even with this increase in quality and 
value o f farm pro ducts, the United 
States expo rted du ring 1909 a smaller 
quantity o f agricu ltu ral pro duce 
in 
bulk than In 1900, altho ugh the value 
o f such expo rts was $923,000,000, co m­ 
pared with $867,000,000 fo r 1907.

use her o ld name and p ay no attentio n 
to that o f her husband. 
Also , if she

Just as a little extra advice, the 
Atto rney General to ld the yo ung wo m­ 
an that if her p o wers o f p ersuasio n 
were sufficient she might p revail up o n 
her so o n-to -be sp o use that her name 
was the best and that he o ught te 
dro p his o wn and take up her name 
in its stead. 
"There is no thing to p revent this." 
said the Atto rney General, acco rding 
to the Baltimo re Sun. 
"The taking o f 
the name o f the husband by the wife 
is who lly a m atter o f custo m and no t 
o f law. 
The husband is the head o f 
the family, and custo m gives him the 
right to fix the name fo r the family. 
If yo urself and yo ur husband are no t 
satisfied wdth either o f yo ur surnames, 
there Is no thing excep t the criticisms 
o f the p ublic to p revent yo ur p icking 
o ut so me o ther name in the dictio nary 
o f p ro p er names and take it fo r yo ur 
o wn. 
When yo u are married, yo ur 
husband may elect to change his name 
to yo urs o r he may deside o n so me­ 
thing else. That beco mes the name o f 
the family and yo u canno t change it. 
But there is no law which co mp els yo u 
to accep t i t 
Yo u may retain yo ur 
o wn surnam e and yo u and yo ur hus­ 
band may live under different names.” 
While all these things are p o ssible 
under the Kansas law, it is also p o ssi­ 
ble fo r a man to change his name at 
will; still the Atto rney General do es 
no t like the idea o f a wo man‘6 retain­ 
ing heir maiden name when she is 
married. 
In his letter to the wo man 
he says that she wo uld no t vio late any 
haw if she co ntinued to act as a no tary 
p ublic and use her maiden name after 
her m arriage; still he believes that she 
o ught to give up the business and at­ 
tend strictly to her ho useho ld duties.

T h e C h ief P e c u liar ity o f th e F ah r e n ­ 
heit T h r r m o m e le r , 
The chief p eculiarity o f the Fahren­ 
heit thermo meter is that 
when 
it 
m arks zero there are at that mo ment 
just 32 degrees o f fro st in the air, 
which is a fair start fo r a co ld day. 
But when 50 degrees o f fro st are add­ 
ed, by the dro p o f the mercury this 
much 
belo w 
Fahrenheit’s 
arbitrary 
zero mark, as is frequently the case 
in vario us p arts o f o ur co untry, what 
fo lks are really getting is 82 degrees 
o f fro st. 
As a m atter o f fact, the p o int where 
things begin to freeze o r to thaw is 
the natural dividing line, 
and 
no t 
Fahrenheit’s zero mark, which do es 
no t 
enter 
into 
co nsideratio n 
until 
things have been fro zen up to the ex­ 
tent o f 32 degrees. 
In o ther wo rds, 
when o ne is to ld ho w co ld it is, he 
sho uld really be info rmed as to the 
amo unt o f all the fro st and no t merely 
a p art thereo f, just as when things 
began to warm up , o ne wo uld like to 
kno w just ho w' warm it 
freezing p o int, and no t, as with the 
Fahrenheit thermo meter, be o bliged to 
subtract 32 degrees 
o f 
no n-existent 
fro st, in July say, in o rder to learn 
the actual truth. 
It fo llo ws, therefo re, that the truly 
sensible thermo meters are tho se kno wn 
as the Centigrade and the Reaumur. 
Bo th take the p o ints at w'hich water 
freezes and water bo ils as p o ints fixed 
by nature. 
The sp ace between these 
two p o ints is divided o n the Centri- 
grade thermo meter into 100 degrees, j 
and o n the Reaumur into 8 0 degrees

BACK TO THE FARM. 


IMx appol ntnient If F u t u r e F nrm e ra 
Are Looked for In t h e Cities. 
“ Back to the land” is the cry of the 
economists. 
Bu t who is g oing back? 
Arriv ed at the farm, what is the u n­ 
fledg ed farmerling g oing to do with 
the land? 
Ah-h, y es, y es. 
We hadn’t 
thou g ht of that u nimportant matter of 
detail. First, who is g oing back? Not 
the farm er’s sons who hav e come ud 
to the city . 
They feel that they hav e 
emancipated themselv es from a condi­ 
tion of hard labor, long hou rs, ex pos­ 
u re to the elements, loneliness and so­ 
cial priv ation. 
Not the sons of 
u e 
men who came u p from the farm. They 
hav e heard inv idiou s comparisons of 
cou ntry and city life from 
one who 
knows, and these hav e created no u n­ 
u tterable y earning s for the free and 
independent life of the farm. 
And the 
man who has made a failu re of city 
life; who has been crowded to the wall, 
and ou t of a job by more 
energ etic, 
more v ig orou s and self-reliant 
men. 
W hat in the name of all that is ridicu ­ 
lou s wou ld su ch a one do with broad 
acres? 
Farm ing was once reg arded as a bu s­ 
iness that shou ld be done on a big 
scale after the fashion of Dalry mple, 
who was merely commanding g eu eral 
and head financier with an army of 
employ es. That is hardly possible now,

another. In Edison’s plan of teleg raph­ 
ing from mov ing trains the cu rrent 
is transmitted by indu ction. 
2. 
By 
condu ction, in which th e.earth is em­ 
ploy ed as the condu ctor of the mes­ 
sag e. 
3. 
Mr. Tesla’s inv ention, which 
u tilizes the earth, su pplementing the 
apparatu s produ cing the cu rrent with 
a condu ctor ru nning u p a pole for a 
short distance and term inating in 
a 
flat metal plate. 
4. 
Another method 
which has been u sed in Eu rope and 
Is called the u ltra-v iolet ray method. 
By it the u ltra-v iolet 
ray s 
sent ou t 
from an electric arc lig ht at the send­ 
ing 
station 
constitu te 
the mediu m 
whereby 
at 
the 
receiv ing 
station 
sparks are set free, restoring the cu r­ 
rent in an interru pted circu it. 
3. Still 
another method employ s either the v is­ 
ible lig ht ray s emitted from a search­ 
lig ht or their accompany ing inv isible 
heat ray s, 
it being still 
u ncertain 
which ray is actu ally the mediu m of 
commu nication. 
This 
method is the 
basis of Professor Bell’s 
photophone 
and the radiophone of Professor Hay es. 
G. 
Finally there is the Hertz wav e 
method, which is the one su ccessfu lly 
operated by Marconi. 
In 18 8 8 , Dr. Hertz of Carlsbad, Ger­ 
many , discov ered that when an impu l­ 
siv e charg e is passing throu g h a con­ 
du ctor, ether waiv es are radiated in all 
directions in the space su rrou nding the 
condu ctor and that these wav es are in 
all respects similar to those of lig ht, 
ex cept that they 
are mu ch 
long er. 
These wav es mov e with the same v e­ 
locity as those of lig ht, and hav e the 
same power of reflection and refrac­ 
tion, etc., as are possessed by wav es 
of lig ht. 
In the Marconi method of 
wireless 
teleg raphy , by means of a 
Ru hmkorff indu ction coil, a stream 
of sparks is produ ced at a g ap in an 
electric circu it, where these Hertzian 
wav es are emitted 
in all directions 
sidewise from the g ap. 
By means of 
one of the sensitiv e dev ices known to 
electricians, these wav es can be picked 
u p, ev en at long distances from the 
transm itter. 
Marconi made the essen­ 
tial points of his 
method known in 
18 9 7, bu t it was not u ntil March 29 . 
18 9 9 , that his su ccess in sending mes­ 
sag es across the Eng lish channel, a 
distance of thirty -two miles, called th-* 
attention of the world to the possibili­ 
ties of wireless teleg raphy .
